The 
statutes ol the Stale of New York, and of 
every other Northern State, recognise and 
protect thispiopei ty, and our courts of jus-

Truth and justice will 
ultimately prevail: i>nd God's blessing, and 
the blessings of generations yet unborn, 
will rest upon that party, in tins unhappy 
contest, who first stand forth to utter the 
language of conciliation and profi'er the 
olive branch of peace.

II. 
THE PRINCIPLES OF ABOhlTIOXlSJr HAVE 


EEEX PROPAGATED CHIEl'LY BY MISREPRE- 
SENTATION AND ABUSE. 
Having no foundation in Scripture, it does 


not carry on its warfare by Scripture wea- 
pons. Its prevailing spirit is fierce and 
proud,' and its language is full of wrath and 
bitterness. Let me prove this by testimony 
from its own lips. I quote Dr. Channing, 
of Boston, whose name is a lower of strength 
to the abolition cause, and whose memory, 
is their continual boast. In a woi'k publish- 
ed in 1836, I find the following words: 
" The abolitionists have done wrong, I 


believe; nor is their wrong to be winked at 
because done fanatically or with good inten- 
tions ; for' how much mischief may be 
wrought with good designs! They have 
fallen into the common error of enthusiasts, 
that of exaggeratingtheir object, ot'feelingas 
if no evil existed but that which they oppos- 
ed, and as if no guilt could be compared with 
that of countenancing and upholding it.— 
The tone of- their newspapers, so far 'as I 
have seen them, has often been fierce, bitter 
and abusive. They have sent forth -their 
orators, some of them transported, with fiery 
zeal, to sound the alarm against slaveiy

I ignore, and quote only the statute book, tlie 
newspapers, the records of criminal courts, 
and the miseries of the abodes of poverty. 


Now what htve I done? I have not mis- 


stated or exaggerated a single fact. And 
yet am I not a~falsifier and slanderer of the 
deepest dye ? Is there a virtuous woman or 
an honest man in this city whose cheeks 
would not bum with indignation a't my one- 
sided and injurious statements ? Now this 
is just what abolitionism has done ir regard 
to slaveholding. It has undertaken to il- 
lustrate its cardinal doctrine in works of 
fiction, and then, to sustain the creation of 
its fancy, has attempted to underpin it with 
an accumulation of tacts. These facts ai e 
collected in precisely the way I have de- 
scribed. The statute books oi' slaveholding 
States are searched, and every wrong enact- 
ment collated, newspaper reports of cruelty 
and crime on the part of wicked masters 
arc treasured up and classified : all the out- 
rages that have been perpetrated " by lewd 
fellows of the baser sort," of whom there are 
plenty both North and South, are eagerly 
seized and recorded, and this mass of vile- 
ness and filth, from the kennels and sewers 
of society, is put forth as a faithful exhibi- 
tion of slaveholding. Senators in the forum, 
and ministers in the pulpit, distil this raw 
material into the more refined dander 


that Southern society is essentially bar- 


barous, and that slaveholding had its origin 
in hell." " Legislative bodies enact and re- 
enact statutes which declare that slavehold- 
ing is such an enormous crime that if ff 
Southern man, under the broad shield of 
the Constitution, and with the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the country in his 
hand, shall come within their jurisdiction, 
and set up a claim to a fugitive slave, he 
shall be punished with a fine of 82,000,and 
fifteen years'imprisonment. This method 
of argument has continued until multitudes 
of honest Christian people in this and other 
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they cannot be received by the great mass 
of mankind as a divine revelation." The 
fi nit of such principles is just vi hat we might 
expect. 
Wherever the seed of abolitionism 


has been sown broadcast, a plentiful crop 
of infidelity has sprung up. In the com- 
munities where anti-slavery excitenien-t has 
been most prevalent, the power of the gos- 
pel has invariably declined ; and when the 
tide of fanaticism begins to subside, the 
wrecks of church order and of Christian 
character have been scattered on the shore. 
I mean no disrespect to New England—to 
the good men who there stand by the an- 
cient landmarks and contend earnestly for 
the truth—nor to the illustrious dead whose 
praise is in all the chuiches; but who docs 
not know that the States in which abolition- 
ism has achieved its most sicniil triumphs 
are at rhe same time the great strongholds 
of infidelity in" the land? I have often 
thought that if some of those old Pilgrim 
fathers could come back, in the spirit and 
power of Elias, to attend a grand celebration 
at Plymouth Bock, they might well preach 
on this text: " If ye were Abraham's chil- 
dren, ye would do the works of Abraham." 
The effect of abolitionism upon individuals 
is no less striking and mournful than its 
influence upon communities. It is a re- 
markable and instructive fact, and one at 
which Christian men would do well to pause 
and consider, that in this country all the 
prominent leaders of abolitionism, outside 
of the ministry, have become avowed infi- 
dels; and that all our notorious abolition 
preachers have renounced the great doc- 
trines of grace as they are taughtin the stan- 
dards of tlie reformed churches—have re- 
sorted to themostviolent processes of inter- 
pretation to avoid the obvious meaning of 
plain Scriptural texts, and ascribed to the 
apostles of Christ principles from, which 
piety and moral courage instinctively revolt. 
' They make that to be sin which the Bible 
does not declare to be sin. They denounce, 
n language such as the sternest prophets 
of the law never employed, a relation which 
Jesus and his apostles recognised and regu- 
ated. And as the tree is so have its fruits 
been. It is not a theory, but a demonstra- 
ed fact, that abolitionism leads to infidelity. 
Such men as Garrison, and Giddings, and 
Gerrit Smith,have yielded to the current of 
their own principles, and thrown the Bible 
overboaid.^ Thousands of humbler men 
who listen to abolition preachers will go and 
do likewise". And whether it be the res-

Then, such men 
as Daniel Webstser on theone side, and G'al- 
houn on the other, stood up fact, to face and 
defended the rights of their respective con- 
stituencies in words which will be quoted as 
long as the English tongue shall endure aa 
a model of eloquence and a, pattern of man- 
ly debate. But abolitionism began to creep 
in. It came first as a purely moral question ; 
but veiy soon its doctrines were embraced 
by a sufficient number to hold the balance 
of power between parties in many districts 
and States. Aspirants for the presidency 
seized upon it as a weapon for gratifying their 
ambition or avenging theirdisappointnients. 
Under the shadow of their patronage, sin- 
cere abolitionists became more bold and a- 
btisive in advocating their principles. Tha 
unlawful and wicked business of enticing 
slaves from their masters was pushed for- 
ward with increasing real, lien who,-in 
the better days of the Republic, could not 
have obtained the.-smallest office, were elect- 
ed to Congress upon this single issue; and 
ministers of the Gospel descended from the 
pulpit to mingle religious animosity with 
the boiling cauldron of political strife. 


oSTor was this procefs confined to one side 


in the con t opt. Abus.. always provokes re- 
crimination. So Jong as human nature is 
passionate, hard words will be responded to 
by harder blows. And now behold the vc- 
Ktilt! lu the halls where Webster and Cal-5*

The spirit 
of conciliation and compromise it utterly 
abhors, and, mingling a horrid mirth with 
its madness, putsjnto the bands of the ad- 
vocates of secession the very fans with which 
to blow the embers of strife into a flame.—

ple of the Ephesians, and kindled a confla- 
gration which a hundred, thousand brave 
men could not extinguish. One man fid- 
dled and sang, and made his courtiers laugh 
amid the burning of Rome: and the aboli- 
tion preacher "feels good" and overflows 
with merriment, when he sees our merch- 
ants and laboring men running after their

Abolitiohism is abusive in its persis­ 
tent misrepresentation of the legal princi­ 
ples involved in the relation between mas­ 
ter and slave. They reiterate in a thousand 
exciting forms the assertion that the ideeof 
property in man blots out his manhood and 
degrades h im . to the level of a brute or a 
stone. 
“ Domestic slavery," say. Dr. Way- 
land, in bis work on Moral Science, “ sup­ 
poses at best th at the relation between mas­ 
ter and slave is not th at which exists be­ 
tween man and man, b u t is a modification, 
a t least, of th at which exists between man 
and the brutea.” Do not these abolitionist 
philosophers know that, according to the 
taws of every civilised country on earth, a 
man has property in his children, and a wo­ 
man has property in her husband I The 
statutes of the State of New Y ork, and of 
every Other N orthern State, recognise and 
protect this property, and our courts of jus­ 
tice have repeatedly as*eased its value. 
If 
a man is killed on a railroad, his wife may 
bring suit and recover damages for the pe­ 
cuniary loss ahe has suffered. 
If one man 
entice away the daughter of another, and 
marry her while she ts still under age, the 
father may bring a oivil suit for damages for 
the lorn of that child’s services, and the pe­ 
cuniary compensation is the only redress the 
law provides. Thru the common law of 
Christendom and the statutes of onr own ’ 
State recognise property in man.

does that property consist T Simply in such 
services as a man or child may properly be 
required to render. This is all that the Lo- 
vitic&l law. or any other law, means when 
it says: “ Your bondmen shall be your pos­ 
session or property and on inheritance for 
your children. 
The property consist* not 
in the right to treat the slave tike a brute, 
bu t simply in a legal claim for such service* 
as a man in that position may properly he 
required to render. 
And yet, abolitionists,1

Let me give you, as a single speci­ 
men of the spirit in which abolitionism has 
carried on its political warfare, an extract 
from a journal which claims to have a lar­ 
ger circulation than any other religious pa­ 
per in the land. 
I quote from the New 
Yord fndrpmdent of September, 1856: 
“ Tho people will not levy war nor inau­ 
gurate a revolution, even to relieve Kan»»», 
until they have first tried what they can do 
by voting. If this peaceful remedy should 
fail to be applied this year, then the people 
will oount the cost wisely, and decide for 
themselves boldly and firoily which is the 
better way—to rise in arms nnd throw off a 
Government worse than that of old King 
George or endure it another four years, aha 
then vote again.”

®nch is the spirit—such the love to the 
Constitution and Union of these Staff»— 
with which this religious elem ent has etfter- 
td into and seeks to oontrol our party pol­ 
itics.

I batiere in the liberty of the press and in 
freedom of speech; but I do not believe 
that any mnn has a right before God, or in 
th e eye of civilized law, to speak and pub­ 
lish what he pleases without regard to the 
consequences. W ith the conscientious con­ 
victions of our fellow citizens, neither we 
nor the lew be* any right to interfere; hut 
the lew ought to protect all men from the 
utterance of libellous words whose only ef­ 
fect is to create division and strife. 
I trust and pray; and call upon you to 
nnite with m e in the supplication, that 
God would give abolitionists repentance 
and a better, mind, so that in tim e to oome 
they may at least prepárate their principles 
In accent end respectful language.

The effect of abolitionism upon individuals 
is no less striking and mournful than its 
influence upon communities. 
It is a re­ 
markable and instructive foot, and one at 
which Christian men would do well to pause 
and consider, that in this country all the 
prom inent leaders^of abolitionism, outside 
of the ministry, have become avowed infi­ 
dels; and that all our notorious abolition 
preachers have renounced the great doc­ 
trine* of grace *s they rae taught in the stan­ 
dard* of the reformed churches—have re­ 
sorted to the mostviolent processes of inter­ 
pretation to avoid the obvious meaning of 
plain Scriptural texts, and ascribed to the 
apostles of Christ principle* from which 
piety and moral courage instinctively revolt. 
They make that to be sin which the Bible 
does not declare to be sin. They denounce, 
in language such as the sternest prophets 
of the law never employed, a relation which 
Jesus and his apostles recognised snd regu­ 
lated. 
And as the tree ia so have its fruits 
been. 
It is not a theory, but a demonstra­ 
ted fact, that abolitionism leads to infidelity. 
Such men as Garrison, and Giddings, and 
Gerrit Smith.have yielded to the current of 
their own principles, and thrown the Bible 
overboard. ’ Thousands of humbler men 
who listen to abolition preachers will go and 
do likewise. 
And whether it be toe res­ 
traint of official position, or the preventing 
grace of God, th at enable* such preachers 
to row upon the stream and'regard the 
authority of 8cripture in other matters, 
their influence upon this one subject is all 
the more pernioiotu because they prophesy 
in the name of Christ.

Resolutions.we.re adopted by an almost 


unanimous vote, declaring tliat it is the 
prompting of patriotism and dictate of wis- 
'dom to make an earnest effort to save the 
TJnJon by conciliation and concession; there- 
fore we are willing to accept the amend- 
ments to the constitution proposed iu-the 
United States Senate by f^enulor Douglas 
and Senator Crittonden, and the border 
State proposition, or any other whereby har- 
mony may be restored between the people 
of lhe different sections of tho country. 


Therefore we earne»fly entreat the feder- 


al government and the seceding Slates to 
withhold the arm o( military power, and on 
no pretext whateverbiiug the nation to the 
horrors of a civil war, until the people can 
take such action as the troubles demand.

ty of the federal government, through the 
civil authorities within the jurisdiction ol' 
the States, to enforce all laws passed in pur- 
suance of the. constitution; but we distinct- 
ly deny that (he iedoral government has a 
constitutional power to call out all the mil- 
itary to execute these laws, except in aid 
of the civil authorities.
